At 6:30 Wednesday morning 
Raymond people tuned in their 
i adio and heard the ceremonies 
in connection with the landing 
of Their Majesties King Gtorgv 
and Queen Elizabeth on Canad 
ian soil, history making because 
of the fact that they are the 
first ruling monarchs ever to 
visit Canada. 

Delayed at sea by fog and the 
nearness of icebergs, which kt 
limes caused the ship to lay to 
entirely, they landed safely and 
set foot at historic old Quebec, 
and soon after landing ceremon 
ies, listened to 35,000 school 
children sing “God Save the 
Ring” and “O Canada” on the 
historic “Plains of Abraham” 
where General Wolfe, aft- i seal 
ing the cliffs of the St. Law f - 
rence massed his men during 
the night to meet the French 
when daylight came, & won for 
England the part of Canada or 
iginally settled, and still inhab 
ited largely by loyal French 
Canadians.

They are taxed £1 per 
horse power, and have compul¬ 
sory insurance there, so that 
tdie man owning an average 
type of car must pay about 
$200.00 taxes and insurance, 
and must show his certificates 
for these before he v.i'l he iss¬ 
ue a driver’s permit. Gas is 40c. 
per gallon, so that everyone 
does not have a car. lie stated 
however, that English roads 
arc kept up practi ally perfect 
and those who do have cars 
have some real enjoyment out 

of them. . 

Asked as to the effect of the 
Cono.ripton hll he stated that 
he left before any leal effect of 
it was noticeable, but he felt the 
level headedness of the British 
would view the tiling in a broad 
way and take it coolly and as it 
was intended.
